She 
was one of 11 children. ra migrated to Elizabeth, N.J. in the 1930s with 
her family. They joined Mt. Teman, A.M.E. when they arrived in Elizabeth. 


Asa young adult Clara moved to Newark with her sisters Thelma and Eva. There she met 
her husband of 57 years, Matthew Major Little. They started a family and bought a 
home on Hunterdon Street. Clara worked as a psychiatrist's assistant at Greystone 
Psychiatric Hospital in Morristown, a job she loved because "to see someone come in so 
broken mentally and be able to walk out whole," was one of the gifts of her life. When 
her youngest child Benilde was born, Clara, finding the commute too arduous, changed 
jobs. She joined St. Michael's Medical Center as a nurse's aid in pediatrics, where she 
worked at night for 32 years.

Clara took great pride and interest in the lives of her children and 
the children of her community. Whether she was making lunch and brownies for the 
children in the neighborhood or prodding the teachers and administrators of Peshine 
Avenue Grammer School to give more of their best to the education of the same children, 
Clara always gave her all. Clara's love and devotion to the community was well known 
and much respected. Clara served as PTA President of Peshine Avenue Grammer School, 
Weequahic High School and President of the Essex County PTA; her dedication was 
recently acknowledged when the courtyard at Peshine Avenue School was renamed in 
her honor. 


Clara remained a faithful and dedicated member of Mt. Teman serving as Sunday school 
teacher, vice-president of the usher board, vice-president of the Stewardess board, 
member of the Chancel and Fellowship Choirs and member of Board no. 3.
